SHILOH CEMETERY. 


Kev. T. J. Bryant, of this city 


•who accompanied the recent excnr 
sion to the Shiloh battlefield, fur 
nishes us the folio wing description o: 
the National Cemetery at that place 


The National Cemetery at Pitts 


burg Landing covers all of that pan 
of tbe bluff immediately north of 
tbe ravino that ran from the river 
through the bluff to the northwes1 
at the lower end of the landing. 
To 


a majority of the old soldiers, anc 
those who visited Pittsburg it seema 
as if the landing is on the east side 
of the river; this is because they 
have been familiar with the Missis 
eippi, Illinois or Wabash, whose gen 
eral course is from north to south— 
but tbe Tennessee runs from 
the 


south to the north, hence the confu 
sion as to points of compass. 
In de- 


scribing directions lot those wlio 
have been there, in their imagina- 
tion, as they stand on the bluff, turn 
their backs to the river, and then 
faces will be towards the west. 


Tbe old road that was there when 


we landed in March, 1802, and thai 
wound round tho face of tbe bluf! 
and came on top of tho hill nt its 
northeast angle, is now inside of the 
walls of the cemotery, and has been 
lilled up to conform to t»nd with the 
natural contour of the ground. 
A 


solid 
stone wall 
has boon built 


down the ravine on its north edge 
until it conies to u point just above 
high water mark, west of the river 
when it turns north on the same line 
of elevation until it comes to the less 
abrupt ravine, three hundred yards 
north, on whoso edge the old roac 
reached the top of the bluff; the 
stone wall, which is about three feei 
high, follows the angle of the blut 
along the south edge of this ravine 
until it reaches a point west, on 
line whore the old log cabins used 
to stand, where it breaks to the 
south and connects with tho south 
wall at or near tho point where the 
old cabins stood. 


All around on the inside of tht 


fctone wa)i, there is a terrace of about 
ton or twelve feet in width, in tho 
center of which there is a well-kep 
hedg-e. 


The keeper's 
house is at tho 


southeast corner of the cemetery 
and as already intimated, standi 
where tho old cabins stood formerly 
The entrance is at this point. 
As 


you go from tho yard of the super 
intondent's house into the cemetery 
on the south side of the drive stands 
a 24-pound parrot 
gun, with its 


breach imbedded in a limestone 
block four feet square, the block be 
ing imbedded about two and a bal; 
feet in the ground. 
On the wesc 


face of this gun, extending! from 
trunnion to trunnion, is a bronzec 
plate; on the lower right hand cor 
ner there is a group of crossud can 
noD, muskets, subers, llags and < 
gun rammer, wreath and bugle. On 
the opposite 
corner 
thore is 


group of llags, inusketa and sabers 
Tho disk of tho plate is snrmountet 
with an eagle holding in his beak 
streamer on which in raised letters 
ia the National motto—he holds in 
his right talon an olive branch anc 
in hitt left a buuch of arowd.
